Freedom and humane treat¬ 
ment for American service¬ 
men held prisoners in South¬ 
east Asia will be the object 
of petitions which local VFW

Commander Woodrow Sal¬ 
yer of West Liberty Post No. 
7225 said signed petitions ob¬ 
tained during “VFW Freedom 
Signature Week” will be for- 
wadded to VFW Commander- 
inChief Herbert R. Rainwater 
who will personally seek to 
cJeliver them along with pe¬ 
titions from throughout the 
U. S. to the North Vietnam 
delegation at the Paris Peace 
Talkis in October. 

And this week, in recogni- 
zonce of the VFW’s goal, 
County Judge Gene Allen and 
Mayor Charles Black designat¬ 
ed the week of Sept. 20-26 as 
“VFW Freedom Signature 
Week” in Morgan County and 
West Liberty. 

If the attempt to deliver 
the petitions to tfie North 
Vietnam delegation fails, Com¬ 
mander - in-Chief Rainwater 
will present the names to UN 
Secretary General U Thant 
and ask that the world or¬ 
ganization bring pressure on

Over 1,400 American fight¬ 
ing men are believed to be 
held in Southeast Asia by the 
North Vietnamese, Viet Cong 
and other Communists, Com¬ 
mander Salyer reported. 

“Reports from the handful 
of prisoners released by Hanoi 
and from those who have es¬ 
caped tell us that our service¬ 
men are being held prisoners 
without proper food or medi¬ 
cal care in callous disregard 
for the standards set up by 
the Geneva Convention,” he 
said. 

“My Post believes that all 
Americans have a special obli¬ 
gation to these men,” Com¬ 
mander Salyer continued, “and 
feel that these petitions will 
vividly demonstrate to North 
Vietnam that the nation is 
united solidly on this issue 
and that the cruel and in¬ 
human treatment they are in¬ 
flicting wiLl only serve to 
prolong the conflict in South¬ 
east Asia.”

Developments in Republican 
circles last week gave strong 
indications there will be a Re¬ 
publican primary next year de- 
I spite the wishes of Gov. Louie 
j B. Nunn that the party not stir 
I up heated debate and expend 
j funds and energies before the 
\ fall campaign. 

Three things happened almost 
! simultaneously. Park Commiss- 
! ioner James W. Host asked 
| newsmen to withdraw his name 
from speculation as a guber¬ 
natorial candidate. 

Former Parks Commissioner 
( Robert Gable told newsmen he 
1 is thinking strongly of becom¬ 
ing a candidate regardless of 
whom the governor or other 
party leaders may endorse. “!i 
I find I can receive the support 
which I feel will be necessary 
to win the Republican primary, 
then I shall announce and be¬ 
come a candidate for governor.” 

About the same time former 
Highway Commissioner Eugene 
Goss was telling newsmen that 
a post card survey he is con 
ducting among Republican pro 
; cinct officials shows an "absence 
of any grass roots resentment 
; of him as a possible candidate.” 
i He aimed this statement at the 
traditional belief that a high- 
j way commissioner reaps politi 
i cal ill will in his job and is se- 
| verely handicapped as a can 
j didate for governor. 

Two former Democrat high¬ 
way commissioners, Henry Ward 
j and J. Lyter Donaldson, were 
j defeated by Republicans after 
they had won their party’s no¬ 
mination. 

Goss said he personally favors 
the idea of a primary if it is 
“reasonably handled.” However, 
the Harlan attorney said he 
would quietly withdraw if Gov. 
Nunn favored someone else. He 
indicated he thinks it would be 
; disloyal to Gov. Nunn to oppose 
his choice. 

Too. Goss said that all of the 
candidates 


has the money, a factor that 
could hold others out. 

Gov. Nunn's press secretary, 
Larry Van Hoose, said this week 
that the governor has not chang¬ 
ed his stance announced earlier 
that the party should not have 
a primary. Van Hoose said the 
governor believes “there is no 
reason for a primary” since per¬ 
sonal or philosophical positions 
of all the candidates are about 
the same and reflect the philoso¬ 
phy of the Nunn administration. 
They (the potential candidates) | 
have philosophies that "seem to 
be compatible and are all good 
friends,” Van Hoose said. 

Host’s withdrawal came as no 
surprise to the governor, since 
Host had talked with the gover¬ 
nor on Friday before he with¬ 
drew on Monday. Van Hoose said 
the governor had asked Host 
to “sleep on” it before making | 
a decision to withdraw'. Van ! 
Hoose also said the governor 
had not asked Host to withdraw 
as some observers had thought. 

Van Hoose indicated the go\-| 
ernor likes the idea of poten¬ 
tial candidates hitting the hust- 
lings to test the sentiment of the 
voters. “We stand to lose no¬ 
thing,” Van Hoose said. “These j 
fine men are making a good im¬ 
pression while going around the 
state and reflect the philosophy 
and the strength of the admin¬ 
istration. 

Van Hoose called all of them 
able, dedicated, attractive and 
knowledgeable about the state 
government. He went on to add j 
that they reflect the type of per- J 
sonnel that the governor has 
brought into the administra- I 
tion. 

Meanwhile, Democrat Lt. Gov. 
Wendell Ford opened his cam- i 
paign headquarters in Frankfort i 
and former Gov. Bert T. Combs i 
has opened his at the Executive } 
Inn in Louisville. House Speaker j
